If the three vacancies remain unfilled 
until December, events would proba- 
bly render the admission of the demo 
cratic claimants unavoidable. Corbin’s 
title to a seat is ridiculously thin, while 
General Butler’s title would be fortified 
before Deeember so as to be impregna- 
ble. The senate having rejected 
Pinchback, Mr. Eustis’ claim to 
the short term is not con- 
tested outside of the senate. 
The recent vote foreshadows the defeat 
of Kellogg; and we therefore anticipate 
the seating ef three more democratic 
senators in December; thus bringing 
the democratic strength up to 36, not 
including either Davis, Booth or Chris- 
tiancy. The fourth vacarcy is that 
of John Sherman’s, whic! will soon be 
filled by a republican. 

In any event the supremacy of the 
republicans rests on a narrow founda- 
tion. A change of three votes destroys 
it. The New Hampshire senators con 
not vote to-day because their presence 
is necessary in Washin ton to let their 
party retain control of the senate ; and 
the effect of the nearly even balance 
now existing between the two political 
parties is to maintain a full senate, 
at least doing. the copsid- 
ation of political questions. The sick- 
ness of Mr. Edmunds, and the absence 
of Mr. Ferry absolutely compels the 
attendance of the other republican 
senators just at present in order to as- 
sure a party triamph on any vote. The 
New York World’s Washington cof- 
respondent says that for all practical 
purposes-their majority is gone now, as 
was shown in the vote referring the 
Louisiana case, and as will be shown 
hereafter in questions arising out of 
the present complications. An exami- 
nation of the list of republican sen:tors 
who go out with the forty-fifth con- 
gress shows unmistakably that atter 
the 4th of March, 1879, the senate will 
be democratic.
